Escaped con found dead

June 15 was a day of firsts at 
the Olds/Didsbury airport. 

Saturday marked the first offi¬ 
cial day of operations by the hail 
control experts of Weather Modi¬ 
fication Canada Ltd. While hun¬ 
dreds of hail suppression pro¬ 
grams have been instituted 
around the world to date, launch¬ 
ing the program also constituted 
the first hail control project to 
specifically target property dam¬ 
age (with crop damage becoming 
a natural offshoot) and the first 
program of its kind to be totally 
funded by an alliance of insur¬ 
ance companies and brokers col¬ 
lectively designated ‘Alberta Se¬ 
vere Weather Management Soci¬ 
ety’ (ASWMS). 

Scheduled for a five-year run, 
the program is aimed toward de¬ 
creasing insurance pay-outs for 
damage incurred during hail 
storms. 

The approximate cost of the 
program is estimated at close to 1 
million dollars, a formidable 
sounding sum until two key con¬ 
siderations are factored into the 
equation. 

Firstly, the one million covers 
all salaries, expenses and equip¬ 
ment including three airplanes, 
state-of-the-art computer track¬ 
ing equipment and radar. 

Secondly, the program is ex¬ 
pected to save insurance compa¬ 
nies up to $30 million dollars in 
hail-related claims which have 
averaged around $100 million per 
year in insurance pay-outs in the 
years following the dissolution of 
agovernmentally-driven hail sup¬ 
pression program in place from 
1973 through 1985. 

Insurance companies weighed 
the cost of the program against 
hiking premiums or adding spe¬ 
cial hail coverage riders, and 
agreed that expected savings in 
property damage payouts would 
best be served by implementing a 
strategy specifically geared to re¬ 
ducing property damage pay-out 
settlements. 

The specially equipped 
airplanes carry flare-type ‘cloud- 
seeding’ dispensers which dis¬ 


charge minute amounts of silver 
iodide smoke. The silver iodide 
acts like ice crystals, freezing 
water into small pellets which 
either melt into rain on the way 
to the ground, or fall harmlessly 
as soft small ice particles. Left 
untreated, the hail freezes in large 
property-damaging chunks. 

ASWMS project director, Jim 
Renick, said there is no need for 
concern regarding the seeding 
materials used. 

“The concentrations we are 
putting in are roughly equivalent 
to a spoonful going over Niagara 
Falls in one minute,” Renick said. 
“The concentrations have been 
measured and they’re extremely 
low; below normal drinking wa¬ 
ter concentrations. Ifyou stir your 
tea with a silver spoon you’ll get 
considerably more silver in your 
tea than would be found in regu¬ 
lar drinking water- about 50 times 
more.” 

Concentrating on the urban 
centres from just south of Calgary 
to just north of Red Deer, the 
enterprise is housed in and along¬ 
side the Jackson/Atkinson bay at 
the Olds/Didsbury airport with 
one minor (and likely temporary) 
exception. The amount of drag 
created by the extra equipment 
affixed to the airplanes makes 
take-ofTs difficult from the cur¬ 
rent airport runway, but airport 
commission personnel are inves¬ 
tigating viable avenues to extend 
the runway so all operations may 
be carried out on site. 

Echoing the efforts toward a 
storm-free atmosphere at Echo 
Alpha Three, the airport com¬ 
mission is taking another step 
toward self-sufficiency with the 
planned construction of a new 
five single-bay hangar complex 
along the airport’s south entrance 
road; three are already sold with 
private financing arranged on the 
two remaining until they, too, 
find buyers. 

A July open house is currently 
in the planning stages to allow 
local residents a closer look at 
operations at the airport, includ¬ 
ing the weather modification sta¬ 
tion.

Ray Gaultier last Wednesday con¬ 
cluded, “The RCMP would like to 
thank all the citizens who assisted 
us in our investigation of the mat¬ 
ter.”

Driver Randall Donald Banks, 
37, of Calgary and passenger Glen 
David Campbell, 36, both died at 
the scene.

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NIP visits Westglen school

Whether or not they subscribe 
to Myron Thompson’s political 
beliefs or party affiliation, few 
would deny he’s a captivating 
public speaker. Westglen students 
who gathered in the gymnasium 
to greet and meet the Wild Rose 
MP during an afternoon address 
gave him their undivided atten¬ 
tion for over an hour last Wednes¬ 
day and Thompson delivered. 

“Canada is the greatest coun¬ 
try in the world in which to live,” 
Thompson said, adding, “I 
wouldn’t want to live anywhere 
else. We have to keep it the great¬ 
est country i n the world. The only 
way that’s going to happen is if 
people pay attention to what’s 
going on and learn all you can 
about this great country because 
one day soon, one of you here 
could be a future Prime Minis¬ 
ter.” 

He prefaced a question period 
with details and statistics about 
the justice system, continuing 
uncertainty regarding Quebec’s 
future within Canada and the 600 
billion dollar national debt. 

Students peppered him with 
questions, almost exclusively re¬ 
lating to Canada’s fiscal situa¬ 


tion. 

“How did we get so deep in 
debt?” one student asked. 

Thompson responded, “If you 
came to school with no money 
one day, and you decided to spend 
$5, how would you do that? You’d 
borrow it, right? What if you did 
that every day? It wouldn’t take 
long to add up, would it?” 

“Why do we need the senate?” 
another student asked. 

“Good question,” Thompson 
said, adding, “Personally, I’d re¬ 
ally like to get rid of the senate.” 
He said that the senate was 
formed to protect regions and 
balance regional power, but pa¬ 
tronage appointments and un¬ 
equal representation relegated 
the senate to little more than a 
“rubber stamp” for passage of 
bills. 

From that point on, questions 
zeroed back in on Canada’s fi¬ 
nancial situation. 

Students wanted to know who 
Canada owed money to, (“Mostly 
the U.S. and Japan”); the per¬ 
centage ratio of debt funding, 
(“Just under half to foreign coun¬ 
tries and just over half to Cana¬ 
dian people”); and how much 
Thompson’s MP salary was,

Two delegations met with 
council at their last regular ses¬ 
sion June 11. The first was a del¬ 
egation of one in the person of 
Robert Wright, who brought coun¬ 
cil up to date on revised disaster 
planning policy. Wright said much 
had been accomplished, includ¬ 
ing the compilation of new manu¬ 
als.

Guest Editorial 

No better leader, no better plan 


Several issues were decided, 
once and for all, at the Reform 
Assembly in Vancouver, June 6 
to 9. Most important of all the 
issues was the matter of Reform 
leadership. 

Despite repeated 
columns by out-of¬ 
touch, left-wing me¬ 
dia stating that Re¬ 
formers from coast to 
coast had doubts 
about the leadership 
provided by Preston 
Manning, Reformers 
knew the truth. 

The truth is, now 
and for many years 
to come, that Pres¬ 
ton Manning is the 
leader of the Reform 
movement, the Reform Party and 
all Reformers. 

Questions about Preston's abil¬

the proposed simpli¬ 
fied tax system. 
Many agreed that a 
simplified tax system 
with a large personal 
deduction to cover 
living costs and then 
ending tax loopholes 
is the way to go. 

2. Reformers 
voted to improve our 
health care system 
by allowing every 
Canadian the right 
to choose their own level of medi¬ 
cal care. Reformers also noted 
that this Liberal government is 
slashing health care funding 
where funding is needed — at the 
hospital level. 

Reformers reiterated that 
health care must continue to be 
available and accessible to all 
Canadians. 

3. Reformers voted to improve 
personal safety. Reformers de¬ 
manded a Victim's Bill of Rights 
that places the priorities and 
needs of victims of crime above 
the perpetrators of crime and that 
criminals be forbidden from col¬ 
lecting damages for injuries sus¬ 
tained when private citizens are 
using justified self-defence 
against a criminal action. 

Reformers demanded that 
murderers serve full-term sen¬ 
tences, that early releases for 
murderers be ended. Reformers 


demanded the parole board be 
abolished and parole ended. 
Reformers demanded the pub¬ 
lication of the names of all 
convicted offenders, including 
violent young offenders, and, 
the Young Offenders Act be 
abolished. 

Reformers demanded that a 
democratic and accountabled 
method be found for the place¬ 
ment of federal judges, that each 
province have the right to fill a 
vacancy in the Supreme Court. 

4. Reformers reiterated all 
provinces are equal within 
Canada, that all Canadians are 
equal before and under the law 
and that all Canadians have equal 
protection and equal benefit of 
the law without discrimination. 
Reformers reiterated that the 
granting of group rights negates 
the principle of equality of indi¬ 
viduals. 

5. Reformers stated that all 
aboriginal people be full and equal 
participants in Canadian citizen¬ 


ship and be indistinguishable in 
law and treatment from other 
Canadians. 

6. Reformers demanded that a 
national referendum take place 
whereby a majority of voters ap¬ 
prove any constitutional amend¬ 
ment, prior to a vote in the House 
of Commons. 

7. Reformers supported that a 
family consists of those individu¬ 
als related by the ties of blood, 
marriage or adoption and that 
marriage is a union between a 
man and a woman. Reformers 
also supported tax relief for fami¬ 
lies and married couples with one 
income. 

As you can see, Reformers 
stand for economic, justice and 
social changes that will benefit 
every Canadian. As well, Reform¬ 
ers demand that prior to any con¬ 
stitutional amendment, Canadi¬ 
ans must make the decision, not 
special interests gathered behind 
locked doors in a closed room. 

Reformers have asked for a 


new beginning, a fresh start, to 
end the fiscal mess that is taking 
40 cents of every tax dollar just to 
pay the interest charges on our 
debt and deficit. 

Reformers want a fresh start 
to give victims the upper hand 
over the criminal in our justice 
and correctional systems.

Working on a regional health 
promotion project means I have 
an opportunity to talk with peo¬ 
ple from across Region 5. In talk¬ 
ing with people it doesn't take 
long to realize the communities 
of Hanna, Drumheller, Three 
Hills, Didsbury and Strathmore, 
plus their respective surround¬ 
ing areas, have their own identity 
and priority issues. 

Despite these differences, how¬ 
ever, a common question keeps 
popping up whenever health pro¬ 
motion is the topic of discussion. 

Health promotion is really 
about people changing attitudes 
and/or behaviors to take charge 
of their own well-being and the 
well-being of their community. 
For example, whenever there is a 
self-directed effort, or a group 
effort to quit smoking, increase 
physical activity, decrease stress 
or isolation, eat a nutritious diet, 
health promotion is happening, 
i One of the key ingredients in- 

l volved with health promotion ini- 

I tiatives is the willingness of indi- 

1 viduals to take responsibility for 

I themselves, their families and 

[ their communities. 

' While health promotion 

! sounds fine in theory, it does raise 


a troubling question for many 
people. By placing the burden of 
responsibility on the individual, 
is health promotion really a form 
of government offloading? Health 
promotion may not be such a good 
idea if it provides the govern¬ 
ment with an escape hatch, a way 
to offload responsibility on to the 
public. By placing the emphasis 
on individuals and communities, 
rather than public services and 
the government, is responsibility 
being put where it belongs? After 
all, we have an excellent health 
care system to take care of us. 

Perhaps the best way to ad¬ 
dress this issue is to consider what 
health really is. Although many 
of us take it for granted, health, 
for the most part, is an achieved 
status. There is some luck in¬ 
volved, but being healthy also 
takes some work, some commit¬ 
ment. The health care system is 
really there for insurance, a safety 
net, or repair kit when things 
break down. Health care is cer¬ 
tainly not a catering business, 
answering to every need. While 
the government has some respon¬ 
sibility to provide good health 
care, individuals, families and 
communities also have a respon¬ 
sibility to ensure lifestyles and 


living environments are condu¬ 
cive to good health. 

But this is not to say the bal¬ 
ance between government and 
individual responsibility is an 
even split. If anything, the scales 
should be tipped in favor of indi¬ 
vidual commitment and respon¬ 
sibility. Health is more depend¬ 
ent on lifestyle and living envi¬ 
ronment than it is on good health 
care. So by getting individuals 
and communities involved, health 
promotion really puts responsi¬ 
bility where it belongs. In no way 
is health promotion an offloading 
of services; it is really a method 
for building the capacity needed 
by individuals and communities 
to handle the responsibility of 
good health._

A son had misbehaved all day 
and had driven his father 
around the bend. That night, at 
the end of the evening prayer, 
the son added a final petition:

Please, please, dear Lord." Tears 
welled up in his father’s eyes. 
Then the father knelt beside 
his son and said, "And dear Lord, 
would you make me a better fa¬ 
ther?" May this be our daily 
prayer!

Make me a better father! 


A group of fifth graders was 
assigned the task of writing an 
essay about their fathers for Fa¬ 
ther's Day. After some thought 
one boy in the class wrote of his 
father, My dad is so strong he can 
stop a speeding train with one 
hand. My dad is so 
smart he can read a 
whole book in a mat¬ 
ter of minutes. My dad 
is so quick he can out 
run a speeding bul¬ 
let. My dad is able to 
jump tall buildings 
and see around cor¬ 
ners. But mostly my 
dad just takes out the 
garbage.' 

It was in 1936 that 
the first national Fa¬ 
ther's Day committee 
was formed and Fa¬ 
ther's Day officially recognized. 
Since then the role of fathers has 
changed dramatically. Role con¬ 
fusion, high expectations, and 
marginalization of the value of 
fathers in our society have con¬ 
tributed today to many fathers 
expressing deep feelings of fail¬ 
ure, guilt and shame, along with a 
sense of isolation. 

As a community and as indi¬ 
vidual members of families this 
Father's Day gives us an opportu¬ 
nity to celebrate and reaffirm the 
important roles fathers play in 
our lives and to encourage our 
fathers. To say, "Father you mat¬ 
ter to me!” and to recognize that 
fathers also matter to God. In fact 
fatherhood was God's idea! 

While I think most fathers 
would love to be "supermen," who 
are able to take good care of their 
family, reality tells us that we end 
up spending a lot of time just tak¬ 
ing care of "garbage," failing to be 
the good fathers we want to be. 
Recent studies tell us that on av¬ 
erage a father today spends 37 
seconds per day in relationship 
with his children. My own failure 
in becoming a "37 second dad" 
was brought home to me the other 
day when my son asked me if he 
could make an appointment to 
play with me. 

The fact is we have all gone 


wrong. Whether we are a father 
or mother, a son or daughter. We 
all find ourselves in the same di¬ 
lemma and dealing with similar 
burdens. The sinful nature of a 
father shows itself in many ways. 
In harsh and abusive treatment 
offamily members, of 
putting his own 
needs and dreams 
and interests before 
his family; in shirk¬ 
ing his responsibility 
to lead his family; in 
leaving his family to 
set out for himself. 
The consequences of 
our failures as fa¬ 
thers is only now be¬ 
coming known. In 
1992 the Los Ange¬ 
les Times magazine 
noted that, studies 
now indicate that the most reli¬ 
able predictor of criminal and 
deviant behavior in our society is 
not income, nor race, but the na¬ 
ture of the relationship of the fa¬ 
ther to the family. 

For these and all our other 
failures, we fathers can turn to 
our heavenly Father in repent¬ 
ance, confessing our failures. 

How wonderful it is to know 
that, although we human fathers 
fail our children, we have a father 
who never fails His children. His 
love is perfect, where ours fails. 
In His perfect love He has given 
us His Son Jesus to die on a cross 
for our sin, so that we might be 
His children. "How great is the 
love the Father has lavished on 
us that should be called children 
of God! And this is what we are!" 
11 John 1:3). 

This same Father permits us 
to be fathers. No! Not "supermen" 
but real fathers, capable of sacri-

There’s a lot of gardeners in 
Didsbury. I’ve walked around and 
there’s some beautiful yards 
here.” 

Three years of employment 
with a Kelowna greenhouse gar¬ 
nered practical commercial expe¬ 
rience for Mary, who augmented 
that knowledge with landscaping 
courses and who, in turn, passed 
her love of growing things on to 
Jennifer who is now growing her 
own herbs and taking on more 
garden centre responsibilities 
with each passing day. 

“Jennifer has done baskets for 
us,” Mary said, “She’s really in¬ 
terested in gardening and she’s 
learning more every day.” 

Residents should keep an eye 
on the garden centre site after 
the greenhouse is dismantled for 
the season, as the Van Dycks 


plan to bring in stonework and 
other out door enhancement 
items. Mary found it more 
than a little gratifying when 
the bedding out plants disap¬ 
peared almost as quickly as 
they arrived. 

“I was overwhelmed and I 
was so happy, because I was 


really nervous,” Mary related. 
“It was a lot of money and it was 
the first time, and I thought, ‘We 
really stuck our necks out 
here’.” 

However, the success of the 
first-time venture means the Van 
Dycks will make the Garden Cen¬

Highway. Local Greyhound 
spokesperson Kathy Traub said 
initial reaction to the announce¬ 
ment deemed the earlier depar¬ 
ture time acceptable, especially 
for those seeking a commuter trip 


or an airport connection through 
Calgary, however, the four way 
2A Highway flag stop concept 
could constitute a hardship for 
those without transportation to 
the 2A junction.

Coordinator issued a revised re¬ 
lease on June 14 which amended 
the flag stop posting. 

An excerpt from a fax memo 
exclusive to the Review reads: 
“We are pleased to announce the 
introduction of our new coordi¬ 
nated bus-air service between Red 
Deer, Innisfail, Bowden, Olds and 
Didsbury via [thel Calgary air¬ 
port [which] will now arrive at 


the airport at approximately 8:05 
a.m... A spin-off benefit... will be 
the earlier arrival time in Calgary 
for those who are travelling to 
medical or professional appoint¬ 
ments, or to shop. The “f” symbol 
at Didsbury on the proof copy of 
the timetable is a typographical 
error. It is our intention for the 
schedule to stop at the Greyhound 
agency in Didsbury at 7:10 a.m.”

The Mountain View Regional 
Solid Waste Authority met June 
11 to hear engineer A1 McCann’s 
report on preliminary results of 
testing on the SE-36-30-28 W4M. 
While McCann cautioned that a 
final conclusion could not be 
drawn without completing tests 
still in progress, he did say “the 
initial results lean toward the 
unfavorable.” 

Three other sites were put for¬ 
ward as possibilities in the ongo¬ 
ing search for a county landfill 
site, those being, SW-6-33-2 W5M, 


NE-13-33-3W5M and the SW 7- 
32-3-W5M. While the SW of 7 was 
the most centrally located, other 
factors combined to make it the 
least desirable upon initial inves¬ 
tigation. 

McCann said a more complete 
report would be available at the 
next MVRSWA meeting. 

Authority members entered 
into a lengthy discussion on pos¬ 
sible approaches to entering into 
a plastic recycling program, with 
the granulator apparatus at the 
centre of the exchange. Portability 
of granulators currently on the 


market was deemed improbable 
due to a markedly fine level of 
tolerance. MVRSWA chair Jack 
Peck suggested that a marketing 
representative for the device make 
a presentation to the author¬ 
ity. It was further suggested 
that a local manufacturer such 
as Kuelker’s Manufacturing 
Ltd., in Didsbury, might be 
able to construct a more dura¬ 
ble plastics granulator that 
would be able to handle the 
rigors of moving to different 
communities throughout the 
county.

Extending the grazing season 

By Dr. Vern S. Baron 

Normally perennial spring pastures do not provide sufficient for¬ 
age (approximately 1 t/ha) for grazing until the third week in May in 
central Alberta. Research has shown that planting fall rye as early as 
August 15 will provide sufficient forage for grazing by May 1 of the 
following year. By comparison, planting winter wheat and triticale at 
similar times will provide enough forage for grazing after May 18. 
Seeding rye earlier than normal (Sept. 1) results in three extra weeks 
of spring grazing than would be expected from perennial grasses. The 
extra grazing would be worth approximately $5/cow or $ 1,000 for a 200 
cow herd. The potential savings from three weeks extra grazing in 
central Alberta alone is about $6 million.

"We'll 
have to wait for harvest before 
exports return to normal levels." 

The Western Grain Transpor¬ 
tation Act (WGTA) previously 
equalized rail freight rates be¬ 
tween the ports ofVancou ver and 
Prince Rupert. This is no longer 
the case and it now costs an addi¬ 
tional $4.50 per tonne to ship 
grain to Prince Rupert. 

Due to the additional rail costs, 
Prince Rupert Grain has cut its 
operating, major repair and capi¬ 
tal expenses. In addition, PRG 
continues to work with its key 
stakeholders to reduce its Port 
lease costs, property taxes and 
debt. Negotiations are ongoing 
with CN and the Canadian Wheat 
Board (CWB) with respect to rail 
tariffs to Prince Rupert, PRG's 
lease with the Prince Rupert Port 
Corporation and PRG's debt held 
by the Government of Alberta. 

"The most unfortunate impact 
of the shutdown, is the layoff of 
our 91 hourly employees who op¬ 
erate and maintain the termi¬ 
nal," said Graham. PRG provides 
a Supplemental Unemployment 
Benefit to its employees, offset¬ 
ting some of the impact, by top¬ 
ping-up UI payments to 70 per 
cent of regular earnings. 

Prince Rupert Grain is work¬ 
ing with its customers, the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board, CN and other 
stakeholders to ensure the shut¬ 
down plans are completed in an 
orderly fashion.

Garden centres a 
great escape for 


Albertans 

Short of taking a mid-winter 
vacation to an exotic place, for a 
lot of Albertans a trip to the local 
garden centre has become the next 
best thing. 

"It’s an escape for your senses," 
says Dave Herbert, Coordinator 
of Olds College's Horticultural 
Programs. People feel better for 
being able to see and smell the 
flowers and plants growing.. .even 
if it's still -30 when they go back 
out to their cars.

Herbert says. People who work 
there are called upon to be every¬ 
thing from a plant doctor to a 
landscape designer. "A lot of in¬

want to deal with someone who 
can give them the answers they 
need. 

Olds College is offering the 
Garden Centre Major as both a 
one-year Diploma Program and 
as a Certificate Program in order 
to keep up with the growing de¬ 
mand for qualified employees.

Walking is Canada's number 
one activity according to the 
Physical Activity Monitor. The 
survey, conducted in the spring of 
1995 by the Canadian Fitness and 
Lifestyle Research Institute, 
shows that 84 per cent of Cana¬ 
dian adults walked for exercise or 
pleasure in the year leading up to 
the survey. Almost two thirds of 
walkers reported walking twice a 
week or more. 

The next most popular activ¬ 
ity, gardening, is taken up by 
nearly three quarters of Canadi¬ 
ans. Home exercise, social danc¬ 
ing, swimming and bicycling are 
next on the list, with participa¬ 
tion rates around 50 per cent. Six 
more activities round up the top 
12: skating, baseball, bowlingjog¬ 
ging, weight training and golf. All

participate equally in all of them.
